In order to secure enough seed. oats 
for seed purposes the government is 
commandeering carload tots of oats 
suitable for seed on track which they 
hay any reason to suppose are being 
consigned for feeding or milling pur- 
poses, This is not intended to in 
cerfere with the shipment of oats from 
one farmer to another or from one 
group of tarmers to another group of 
farmers where the oats are legitima. 
rely required for seed purposes and 
are fit tor seed. In. shipping oats 
in_earload hots therefors or in ordering 
seéd oats farmers shoud take care 
to get a permit from Mr, Gs M, Ste- 
wart of the dominion ‘seed: branch, 
‘Calgary. Tf they secure such  certi- 
ficates the oats will noit be interfered 
with. 

The dominion ad branch of which 
Mr. Stewart ts the representative in 
Calgary, has nothing to do with the 
issuing of certificates ‘entitling farm- 
cts to special rates on seed grain. 
This is a matter handled entirety 
through the United Farmers of Al 
berta and farmers who Wish to bring 
in seed oats, should apply to the near. 
est local secretary of the U, FP. A, for 
a seed grain certificate entitling them 
to special seed grain freight. Jn this 
connection an application must be 
inade and certificate secured for each 
imdividuat who is getting seed out of 
any particular Shipment. Thus it the 
members of a ‘local U. F. A. wish to 
co-operate and secure a carload of 
seed grain it is necessary for each of 
them to make out his application for 
the amount of seed which (he re- 
quires in making up the carload.

‘pede of a thousand head of range 
cattle. 
Increasing Restrictions 

The proposed amendments to the 
Statutes increasing {restrictions on 
sheep and hogs runfiing at large wére 
presented jn the agricultural com.]| 
mittee of the house as follows: | 

“That ‘Chapter 27 of the Statutes of 
Alberta be amended by striking out 
Section’6 and substituting the follow- 
ing: 

6—Any sheep which passes through 
under or over any fence, whether 
lawful or not shall be deemed to be 
a ‘noteriously breachy” animal and 
the owner shall ibe liable for any dam. 
age done by any such animal, 

7—Notwithstanding any act or by. 
law heretofore passed or any bylaw 
‘| that may hereafter be passed no hog 
qhall be allowed to run at large and 
the owner shall be -liadle for any 
damage done by any hog whife run- 
nityg at large and such hogh shall be 
deemed a mpgschievous animal within 
the meaning of this act. 


After long discussion, it was 
agreed that no action on the amend- 
ments would be taken until another 
meeting of the committee though a 
large majority of the committee was 
clearly in favor of both amendments. 

A, W. Ebbets, Vermilion, explain- 
ed that the effect of the amendments 
would be to render the owner of any 
sheep liable to a fine when the animal 
rot on the wrong side of any kind 
of a fence of any nature; and liable 
for damages if damage were done. In 
the case of hogs, any owner was lia. 
ble for damages if the hog was found 
running at large and liable for dam- 
ages also, if damage were done. 


‘Most of the opposition members 
agreed to the idea, Mr. Hoadley es- 
pecially denouncing the indisdrjiminate 
‘etazing of sheep, saying that as a 
stockman he could say that after a 
bandh of sheep had passed over threg 
sections of land, it was not worth 
five cents to the stockman for grazing 
the rest of the summer. He cited 
@pecific instances of owners of large 
herds of sheep in the southern part 
of the province men who were not 
citizens, driving sheep across from. 
Montana and/not paying a cent of 
taxes. 


Capt. R, E. Campbell, Rocky Moun- 
tain House, thought, however that 
there should be some definition of a : 
fence. He thought that a homestead. 
er might go into a livestock district 
put up a fence of a single strang of 
wire and tie up the whole district, 

Mr. Hoadley however, pointed out 
and was supported by Mr. Marshall 
and Mr. Woolf that the point was the 
ptinciple of compelling the owners of 
hogs and sheep to keep within bounds 
in other words putting the onus of 
keeping them off other people’s pro- 
perty upon the owners of such. live. 
stock, :
